Dr. Lewis already | 
had the report of his visitor, which | 
showed that the child had been threat- | 
ened with diphtheria, that one visit 
had been made by the physician, and | 
that it turned out that there was no | 
diphtheria. 

The mother, Elizabeth Pettingill, was 
visited, and made affidavit that she 
took her daughter,. Hattie, by author- 
ity of Daniel F. Kiley, clerk of the 
overseers of the. poer,;to the ward phy- 
siclan; that he pronounced her trouble 
tonsilitis, and immediately himself 
prepared a bottle of medicine as a gar- 
gle. This bottle, bearing the doctor's 
name, and only half empty, is now 


similar souvenirs. The mother’s affi- 
davit shows that this was the only 
visit to ‘the doctor, and that the child 
did not leave school once, but the claim 
was for visits to her on Oct. 1, 3, 4, 6, 
10, 12, 15, 17, 19, 21, 24, 27, 30 and 31. 
Two. druggists put in bills ‘for medi- 
cine for Hattie Pettingill, one furnish- 
ing it twice on Oct: 1, twice-on Oct: 
6, twice on Oct. 10 and three times on 
the 13th, and the other Oct. 17, 22, 26, 
and 28, These recipes were obtained 
from these druggists, and it was found 
that the same prescription—a gargle— 
was within ten days sold for 60 cents, 
75 cents and 85 cents.
